added to the paper-value of stocks 
listed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change during this year, a survey in- 
dicated today. 

Sharp improvement in business plus 
the unprecedented flow of dividend 
declarations—occasioned by heavy pe- 
nalties at the year-end on undistrib- 
uted: profits—chiefly are accountable 
for this rapid rise in prices of listed 
stocks, a rise paralleled only by the 
abrupt upturn in 1928 and 1929. 

The advance has been so great that 
there is fear of a top-heavy price 
structure. LDresident Roosevelt a few 
weeks ago sounded a tacit warning 
against foreign investments in our 
markets which he termed “hot money” 
inasmuch as it can be withdrawn as 
rapidly as it came in. 

Remarkable Rise. 

But the rise has been remarkable. 
As of December 1 the market value 
of the 1,306,122.270 shares represent- 
ing 1,202 issues on the New York 
Stock Exchange totaled $60,019,557,- 
197. This was an increase of $13.- 
‘| 073.965,642 over the $46.945.581,555 
total value on January 1. On De- 
cember 1, 1935, the value of listed 
stocks was $44,950.590,351, or $15.,- 
068.966.846 under the total on De- 
cember 1, 1936.

Emory University will enter the 
fourth day of its 100th birthday party 
today after having paid a glowing 
tribute to Bishop Warren Akin Can- 
dier, Emory's “grand old man,” at 
a service in the Glenn Memorial audi- 
torium yesterday afternoon. 


Bishop Candler, tenth president of 
Emory College and first and only 
chancellor of the university, was paid 
tribute for his many contributions to 
the life of Emory by Dr. Louie D. 
Newton, pastor of the Druid Hills 
Baptist church; Bishop William N. 
Ainsworth, of the North Georgia con- 
ference of the Southern Methodist 
church; William D. Thomson, execu- 
tive vice president of the Emory board 
of trustees, and President Harvey Cox. 

Yesterday morning a special sermon 
was delivered on “The Mind of 
Christ” by Dr. William F. Quillian, 
general secretary of the general. board 
of Christian education of the Southern 
Methodist church. 


Program Today. 


The Emory celebration will continue 
this morning with a meeting on higher 
education at which Dr. 
McCain, president of the American 
Association of Colieges and head of 
Agnes Scott College, will be the prin- 
Cipal speaker. He will talk on the 
“Progress of Higher Education in the 
Southeast.” The meeting will begin at 
11 a. m. in Glenn Memorial audito- 
rium. 


Tonight in Glenn Memorial audi- 
torium at 8:15 o'clock, Dr. Isaiah 
Bowman, president of Johns Hopkins 
University and internationally known 
educator, will speak on “The Decisive 
Hour.” Dr. Bowman, one of the 
country’s most outstanding educators, 
will discuss the economic situation of 
the south and the part higher educa- 
tion must play in future development. 


Old Stories Retold. 


Stories of old Emory, pranks of stu- 
dents and the influence of the many 
great men who were connected with 
the early history of the institution 
were told to his audience yesterday 
afternoon by Bishop Candler in a re- 
+e to the tributes that had been paid 

im, 


Bishop Candler told of Ignatius A. 
Few, Emory’s first president; Augus- 
tus Longstreet, whom he described as 
the handsomest man he ever knew; 
Osborn L. Smith, Atticus Haygood, 
and others. He evoked many ripples 
of laughter when he described the 
aptitude his mother had when she 
gave him a good whipping for playing 
hookey from a church service as a 
boy. “She could pick up a switch 
faster and drop it down quicker in the 
tenderest spots without premeditation 
of any woman I have ever known,” 
said the bishop. 

Many Others to Praise. 

He minimized the praise which had 
been given him by listing the many 
great men of Emory’'s history. 

‘Emory is not finished,” said the 
“It is only beginning, and 
her history will be ever and ever 
greater. ‘There will be many other 
men whom you ¢can praise.” 

Dr. Newton said Bishop Candler 
is especially notable for his efforts 
to help young people. “He is great 
also as a statesman, a preacher, a 
teacher, a writer. He is greatest of 
all as a philosopher.” 

Mr. Thomson reviewed Bishop Can- 
dler’s early efforts to encourage ed- 
ucation in Georgia, and his efforts to 
stimulate individual liberality in gifts 
to educational causes. He told how 
the bishop appeared before the gen- 
eral assembly in 1889 to demand eight- 
month school terme. 

“Emory is a permanent tribute to 
the influence of Bishop Candler,” said 
Bishop Ainsworth, who termed the 
bishop “‘the greatest creature that 
Georgia has ever produced.” He re- 
viewed his activities in the ministry, 
telling how he has served in nearly 
every capacity of the Methodist 
ehurch. 

“As a preacher he stands in the 
front ranks,’ said Bishop Ainsworth.

MORGENTHAU PLANS 
TO HALT “CHISELERS: 


Morgenthau Announces 
Terms of $1,486,652,000 


Financing Operations. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(4)—An- 
nouncing terms of a $1,486,652,000 
financing operation December 15, Sec- 
retary Morgenthau today revamped 
Treasury borrowing procedure to elim- 
inate “chiselers” he accused of “trying 
to beat their own government.” 

Morgenthau shaved interest rates 


under the comparative lows of recent 
issues on an offering of bonds. and 
notes to put $300,000,000 of new cash 
in the government till and meet $1,- 
186,652,000 of maturities. 

With the exception of two previous 
government bond issues, Morgenthau 
said the interest rates were the lowest 
in history. 

In changing borrowing practice, 
Morgenthau eliminated a provision of 
recent offerings requiring the Treas- 
ury to accept all subscriptions of $5,- 
000 or less in full. 

Although this was designed to give 
“the other fellow” a chance to invest 
in government obligations, Morgenthau 
told a press conference “that the lit- 
tle fellow has not used it and the 
big fellow has abused it.” 

Full Allotments. 

He explained that by placing sub- 
scriptions through other persons, big 
investors had managed to procure full 
allotments of securities. 

Ordinarily, Treasury issues are heav- 
ily oversubscribed, and investors re- 
ceive only a certain percentage of 
the securities they seek to buy. 

To circumvent this, Morgenthau said 
that certain “chiselers” had split their 
subscriptions into $5,000 lots and 


i bad tendered them through others. 


“We had one case where a man 
ran in 21 members of his family,’ the 
secretary said. 

‘In another case, one bank used 
all of its clerks. We called up and 
asked if it was a bona fide offer and 
they said it was. But in a few days 
the bonds were back in the market.” 

He added the Treasury had found 
it “impossible to police’ the $5,000 
provision and thus was “‘stiffening its 
rules.” 

For small investors, he said, United 
States savings bonds were available. 

Investors desire to procure maxi- 
mum allotments of government securi- 
ties, Morgenthau said, because the is- 
sues have been se!ling at a premium 
and thus can be sold at a profit.

War Danger Up. 


The inability of General Franco to 
take Madrid before October 15, which 
was confidently predicted as the date 
whereupon his troops would make 
their entry, has caused Berlin and 
Rome to recognize the Burgos junta 
as the legitimate government of 
Spain. That is an important occur- 
rence, but still more important is 
the fact that the Portuguese navy is 
steaming around the peninsula with 
the intention of blockading the port 
of Barcelona, through which the Loy- 
alists are being supplied with war 
material by Russia, Belgium, Norway, 
France and certain other countries. 
That port, the last bit of Spain l 
saw, ig jammed with foreign ships 
and men-o’-war. A chance shot, an in- 
cident of some sort, might set the 
powder barrel of Europe on fire. 

The civil war in Spain, if it does 
not set Europe on fire, will end, as 
I predicted at the outset: Italy and 
Germany will land an expeditionary 
corps at Barcelona or Valencia and 
place General Franco in the saddle, 
tor even if Madrid falls, the Insur- 
gent chief will face a struggle for 
which his diminished troops are no 
longer equipped. 

The centers of heavy industry, Bar- 
celona and Valencia, are pouring out 
War equipment at last.

Federal relief work and other 
forms of federal aid to industry, 
agriculture, individuals and business 
in general are already undergoing a 
gradual reduction that is operating 
so smoothly that the economic 
Structure of the nation is not sub- 
ject to a jar or jolt as federal aid 
ceases here and there, and the in- 
dustry, individual or what not, pro- 
ceeds under its own natural course 
of attion. : 

In other words, the economic 
“pump” of the nation, after having 
been thoroughly primed, is oper- 
ating in an increasingly satisfactory 
manner. Moreover, the ‘‘water’ 
used in the initial “‘priming’’ ac- 
tivity has not all been lost; much of 
it is now coming out of the spout, 
as will most of the rest of it. 

Federal lending through emer- 
gency agencies, including govern- 
ment guarantees of private credit 
through the federal housing admin- 
istration, has totaled about $15,- 
000,000,000. Reaching a high of 
$370,000,000 in December, 1933, 
RFC loans since have followed a 
general downward trend. The cor- 
poration still has $1,953,000,000 
available for lending, but with the 
return of general prosperity gov- 
ernment lending agencies are tight- 
ening up the purse strings. Little 
is now going out, but much is com- 
ing back as industry and individ- 
uals meet the payments’ under 
which their loans were secured. 

The Farm Credit Administration 
has shown a decline in activities 
since 1933, and now has an un- 
expended balance of $226,000,000. 
The Public Works Administration 
has used only about one-fourth of 
the $300,000,000 appropriated by 
the last congress, and the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation ceased 
lending entirely in June of 
year. : 

A spokesman on administration 
credit policies recently counseled 
against abruptly discontinuing all 
government aid, but added that he 


did not favor ‘‘government in busi- | 


ness one day longer than was nec- 
essary.” 

Economic conditions are still not 

all that could be desired; some tields 
are receiving all that is coming to 
them; others are not yet recording 
the desired improvement, and avery 
small proportion observes little bet- 
terment. But fundamental condi- 
tions are vastly improved over the 
Gark days of early 1933 and we 
‘have come a long way since the 
‘days of collapsing banks and dread 
of the future.

These two instances of improve- 
ment in agriculture dove-tail With 
a report just issued by the Federal 
Census Department, which discloses 
‘that in 1935 there were 250,544 
farms in Georgia containing 25,- 
296,522 acres, valued at $429,755,- 
i:216. Full owners were reported at 
75,857; part owners, 9,340; man- 
agers, 1,016; croppers, 80,425; 
other tenants, 83,906. This com- 
pares with the report for 1930, 
'when only 70,596 operators owned 
their farms; 9,206 were part own- 
ers; 1,406 managers; 100,854 
share-croppers, and 73,536 were 
other tenants, meaning farmers 
renting their lands under other 
agreements than sharing of crops. 

Of the total acreage, 9,601,759, 
by far the largest division, was op- 
erated by owners, an increase from 
‘the 8,669,731 acres of 1930. 

Farming in Georgia can be made 
as profitable as any other avoca- 
tion, where the responsible head of 
the farm is interested in his work 
and farms with his head as well as 
with his hands. Getting away from 
the disastrous all-cotton plan and 
gradual adoption of comprehensive 
diversification of farming activities 
is the basic principle for success, 
-and those who follow this program 
are among the increasing number 
who pass from the ranks of tenants 
and croppers to that of farm 


owners.

Exciting Days 
In Old Atlanta. 


In view of the popularity of ‘‘Gone 
With the Wind,” it is reasonable to 
suppose some skeletonized facts about 
Atlanta in the days immediately fol- 
lowing the close of the War Between 
the States will be of interest. 

For the data used here I am due 
thanks to the Atlanta Historical So- 
ciety, which tells the story in the lat- 
est issue of their bulletin. It was 
written by Eugene Mitchell, father of 
Margaret Mitchell. 

It is stated that, when Sherman and 
his federal troops marched out of the 
captured city of Atlanta in Novem- 
ber, 1864, “the flames of the burn- 
ing city lit the country for 20 miles.” 
The entire business section, except a 
few stores on Alabama street. and 
about 400 dwellings, was laid in 
ashes. | 

The following mohth the refugees, 
the civilian population, began to re- 
turn. The Confederate government 
reoccupied the town and erected some 
hastily constructed warehouses, at- 
tempted fo clear the streets of debris, 
etc. Some repaired their homes or 
built shelters out of the damaged tim- 
bers. 

Then came news of the surrender 
and mobs of starving women and chil- 
dren looted the warehouses here.

“On May 4, 1865, Colonel Luther 
J. Glenn turned over the military post 
to Colonel B. B. Eggleston, U. S. A., 
who appointed Captain William G. 
Lowder provost marshal. 

“The Confederate barracks having 
been burned, the United -States sol- 
diers were housed in tents on the city 
hall lot, where the state capitol is now 
located, until 1868 when McPherson 
barracks was built in the old race 
track where Spelman Seminary is now 
located. (That ought to settle an old 
controversy here). 

“The jail had been burned and the 
fire engine house on Washington 
street adjoining St. Philip church was 
used as a military prison. 

“Immediately after the surrender 
the rebuilding of Atlanta had begun. 
Its battles and siege and destruction 
had made it famous and advertised its 
advantages as a great railroad center. 
The streets became alive with drays, 
carts and hand barrows hauling ma- 
terials and the hammers and saws 
rang from daylight until night. ‘The 
National hotel, John H. James bank- 
ing house, McNaught & Scrutchins’ 
store, J. C. Peck’s planing mill and 
O. H. Jones’ livery stable were built 
in 1865 and many of the stores on 
Whitehall, Alabama and Peachtree 
streets.

As all did not 
advertise it is likely there were dou- 
ble that number in the city. 

“During the period of reconstruc- 
tion the following newspapers were 
established in Atlanta: The Atlanta 
Intelligencer (re-established), Atlanta 
New Era, Atlanta Sun, Atlanta Her- 
ald and Atlanta Constitution. 

“The present St school system 
and the Young Men’s Library, the

All Sorts 
Of. Citizens. 


“During this period of so-called re- 
construction, thousands of new citi- 
zens flocked to Atlanta. A great ma- 
jority were from Georgia and the sur- 
rounding southern states, but’ there 
were a goodly number of northern men 
and some foreigners. Of course, some 
of these were undesirables but many 
of ,zthem were estimable men and 
made good citizens. 

“But there was also an influx of 
hundreds of speculators, adventurers 
and criminals of every kind. The po- 
lice force, headed first by Colonel L. 
P Thomas and afterward by John 
L. Johnson and General Tige Ander- 
son, maintained order against almost 
msurmountable difficulties. With hun- 
dreds of starving families to be re- 
lieved, an epidemic of smallpox to be 
combatted and a multitude of crim- 
inals to be suppressed, the city gov- 
ernment faced and overcame the dif- 
ficulties. The list of policemen and 
city officials reads like a roll of 
honor.” 


The Second 
Reconstruction. 


Then follows Mr. Mitchell’s account 
of the gradual progress toward that 
“second period of reconstruction.”

Ebenezer Kinnersley. 

Kibenezer Kinnersley was boru in 
Gloucester, England, 225 years ago 
whence he was brought, at the age of 
three, to Philadelphia by his father, a 
Baptist minister. He himself was or- 
dained but never acted as pastor. In- 
stead he elected to be a teacher, and 
the mechanician and friend of Benja- 
min Franklin who actually made many 
of the notable electrical advances with 
which Franklin isweredited. His dis- 
coveries communicated to friends 
abroad. by Franklin, astounded Europe 
and “the Philadelphia experiments” 
were a subject that engrossed all the 
scientists of the continent. Unfor- 
tunately, they were more associated 
in their minds with Franklin than 
Kinnersley, and he is a forgotten mau 
of science, undeservedly. He was first, 
for instance, to demonstrate that elec- 
tricity passed through water; he dis- 
covered the difference between positive 
and négative electricity; proved that 
heat could be produced by electricity 
(which seems obvious now, but was 
not known until Kinnersley establish- 
ed it): invented an electrical ther- 
mometer, and showed how houses and 
barns might he protected from light- 
ning. The latter was done three 
months before Franklin drew electric- 
ity from the clouds.

Pic- 
tures starring Charlie Chaplin, 
George O'Brien, Mary Pickford, 
Douglas Fairbanks and Conway 
Tearle could always get backing 
from me. Writers of the caliber of 
Fannie Hurst and Rex Beach were all 
I wanted as assurance that the bank 
would get its money back.”

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The other day I tried to explain 
that the state of nutrition, rather. 
than mere robust or muscular 
strength, determines an individual’s 
susceptibility to or immunity from 
pneumonia and other respiratory in- 


fections. To the layman this will 
seem more plausible im respect to 
diphtheria or influenza than it will 
in respect to ppeumonia, for the popu- 
lar mind cannot readily be disabused 
of the notion that pneumonia is some- 
how due to cold and wet. Not that 
the notion is so far behind the times, 
for only 30 years ago Dr. Osler wrote 
in the ‘“‘doctors’ bible” that “there 
can be no question as to the close as- 
sociation of pneumonia with expo- 
sure.” In the same edition Dr. Us- 
ler with admirable restraint confined 
himself to the remarks that “diph 
theria is most prevalent in the col 
autumn weather” and that “the out- 
break of epidemics of influenza is 
independent of all seasonal and me- 
teorolgical conditions, except perhaps 
sunshine. The worst have been in 
the colder seasons of the year.” Up 
to his dying day Osler clung tena- 
ciously to the belief that cold was 
an important cause of these and othe 
er diseases, although even 30 years 
ago he accepted what was then the 
current theory of physicians, namely, 
that “cold is now regarded simply as 
a factor in lowering resistance of the 
bronchial and pulmonary tissues.” In 
Dr. Osler’s last days he invariably at- 
tributed his attacks of bronchitis to 
bad weather or a cold lecture room. 

While extraordinary muscular de- 
velopment or strength is no protec- 
tion against pneumonia or other res- 
piratory infection, indeed may tend to 
handicap the natural immunity proc- 
ess, it seems evident that proper phy- 
sical training favors immunity, since 
physical training certainly promotes 
good nutrition, that is, good posture 
circulation, oxygenation in tissues and 
cells, better metabolism. In other 
words, one who gets q fair amount 
of daily exercise, whether by walk- 
ing, playing some game, doing mus- 
cular work or formal exercise, is 
less likely to contract pneumonia or 
other respiratory infection than is one 
who avoids all physical activity and 
leads a sedentary, lazy life. Remem- 
ber that the immediate effeet of any 
kind of muscular exercise, work or 
play, is increased absorption of oxy- 
gen in the blood and tissues, and 
oxygen is the vital need of the body 
tissues in fighting infection or intoxi- 
cation (toxemia). As Professor Yan- 
dell Henderson has so well shown, in 
practically ail fatalities, except death 
by burning, the cause of death ig 
anoxia (asphyxia or lack of.oxygen 
in the body tissues or cells). 

My prescription for any one who 
wishes to enjoy the highest attain- 
able dagree of immunity against pneu- 
monia and other respiratory infec- 
tions is two miles of oxygen threa 
times a day, on the hoof..

NEW YORKER HELD 
IN TORTURING CASE 


Lighted Matches Used To 
Try To Force Confession, 


Police Say. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(4)—Alfred 
Mansfield, burly 39-year-old automo- 
bile scrapper of North Baldwin, Long 
Island, today was held without bail 
for the grand jury after police said 
he admitted torturing his diminutive 
wife with lighted matches in an effort 
to make her confess indiscretions.

The prisoner's wife and mother of 

three children, Mrs. Rose Mansfield, 
was quoted by Bedell as geaying in 
the last two years she had told her 
husband of fancied infidelities to pro- 
tect herself from torture. 
Bedell said the woman, who was

Later she drove through the streets 
for her daily automobile ride, hearten- 
ed by the teheery greetings from the 
crowds who love the old queen and 
shouted their aprpoval of her—come 
what may in the. love duel of Edward 
and the cabinet.

Although mount- 
ed police drove among the marchers 
and told them the King was not with- 
in the palace, they refused to leave 
for hours. 

Parodies of old and popular gongs, 
including “Baldwin's Body Lies 
a’Mouldering’ to the tune of “John 
Brown's Body,” regaled the London- 
ers. 

In Downing Street the King’s ad- 
mirers prevented for a time their dis- 
persa.. by singing “God Save the 
King” at intervals. Each time the 
bobbies came stiffly to attention until 
the song was ended, then returned to 
the job of pushing back the crowd. 

King Waits at Palace. 

Having dispatched Monckton~> to 
Downing Street, the King waited in 
Buckingham Palace for the outcome. 
Later the two returned to Belvedere | 
together. 
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London alone for the night cabinet 
deliberations and Edward remained at 
the country lodge. 

After Sunday night's two-hour ses- 
sion, Baldwin cancelled a_ scheduled 
meeting for tomorrow and prepared 
then to make a statement to the house 
of commons.

King’s Decision Rumored. 

One high source said Edward was 
believed to have made a decision and 
that it would be made known by 
Baldwin in tomorrow’s speech—and 
perhaps the monarch himself in a 
statement through an emissary might 
set forth his stand. 

One strong indication that abdica- 
tion was near came from the Sunday 
Dispatch, published by Lord Rother- 
mere who previously had indicated his 
sympathy with the monarch in battle 
with the government over his desire 
to wed Mrs. Simpson. 

“No announcement of the King’s 
intention to abdicate can—normally— 
he made except through the premier 
to commons, but it is understood that 
His Majesty can neither comply with 
requests that have been made to him 
about conduct of his private life, nor 
will he force upon the empire the 
catastrophe which might follow his 
inability to secure an alternative gov- 
ernment of different views.” 

Believed Still Determined. 

Close observers believed this means 
the King was still determined to 
marry the woman of his choice, that 
he felt he could not form a govern- 
ment to*rfight, for both throne and 
wife, and that, therefore, he would 
quit rather than create a crisis even 
greater than the present One. 

An airplane, sneedy and trim. was 
reported at Hendon airport ready to 
fly the monarch to France. but inti- 
mates of Edward predicted he “will 
be here two more days.” 

Whatever the outcome, solution of 
the crisis must now be “a matter of 
time,” a Downing street spokesman 
said after the cabinet conferences. 

“There is no foundation for any 
suggestion that the government has 
been trying to force the King to make 
a decision over the week end without 
having time to consider his position. 

“No advice with threat of resigna- 
tion on the part of the government 
behind it, has been tendered, 

Only Advice Given. 

“The only advice the government 
has tendered the King has been in 
response to his own desire that a 
morganatic marriage proposal should 
be examined. 

“The situation never has reached 
the stage when there has been @ clash 
between the government an the 
King.” 

He pointed out, however, that if the 
government formally tendered its ad- 
vice to the King, to give up his mar- 
riage plans, and that advice were re- 
jected — the government naturally 
would resign. 

The statement by Churchill, per- 
haps the most powerful figure in par- 
liament not within the cabinet, ac- 
cording to government quarters was 
“founded upon complete misapprehen- 
sion of the relations between govern- 
ment and the King.” 

Churchill Asks More Time. 

Churchill last night appealed for 
more time for Edward in which to 
decide, and challenged authority of the 
cabinet to advise abdication to a mon- 
arch under any circumstances, 

The government was e6aid to be “per- 
turbed” at reports it demanded imme- 
diate reply from the King without 
giving him a chance to consider care- 
fully. : 

The Downing etreet spokesman 
quickly pointed out, however, that the 
cabinet recognizes “the desirability” 
of ending the present state of uncer- 
tainty which has held up business of 
the empire and assertedly depreciated 
stock market ralue, 

Even, the spokesman eaid, “to a 
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certain extent circumscribing the pow- 
er of the government in international 
affairs.” 

Series of Conferences. 

The empire crisis drew close to a 
climax with the series of swift con- 
ferences early this morning after the 
King, apparently impatient to settle 
the dispute finally and quickly, dashed 
in from rural Belvedere to Bucking- 
ham palace before most of London 
was awake and eent his legal adviser, 
Monckton, to Downing street. 

He carried an :mposing-looking dot- 
ument, perhaps Edward's final answer 
to the cabinet. 

An hour after Monckton rapped at 
the premier’s door, ministers of the 
government began to arrive for an 
emergency session. 

Whatever the King’s emissary had 
shown them, it evidently was of the 
highest import, for Baldwin shortly 
popped out of the building with his 


|6ecretary and hastened to see Queep 


Mary. 
Meeting Adjourned. 

The premier returned after his au- 
dience with the (Queen mother, staid 
symbol of British tradition, and again 
took up deliberations with his min- 
isters. The meeting finally broke up 
at 12:35 p. m., after two and a half 
hours of discussion, until tonight's 
session (at 7:30 p. m.—1:30 p. m., 
Atlanta time). ; 

The report spread rapidly that Ead- 
ward had informed the cabinet he waa 
unable to comply with their requests 
—that he give up Mrs. Simpson if he 
wished to remain King. 

Ready to speed him out of Eng- 
land, if the need arose, the King had 
a swift plane at Hendon airport: The 
ship belonged to Sir Philip Sassoon, 
undersecretary for air, and close friend 
of Edward, but the monarch’s own 
ship, Tarmac, was not in evidence. 

Intimates scoffed at the possibility 
the King might fly from England 
immediately to join the American- 
born djvorcee at her haven in France 
and predicted “he will be here at least 
two more days.” 

Eight Ministers Attend. 

Eight cabinet ministers attended the 
morning session at Downing street, 
including the two MacDonalds—Ram- 
say J., the aged lord president of the 
council, and Malcolm, who is secre- 
tary of state for the. dominions. 

Reports that the King might broad- 
cast to the empire his decision in a 
sudden, dramatic step to win the sym- 
pathy of the people were denied by 
an official of the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation. 

Shortly after the ministers depart- 
ed, Monckton hurried away in the 
King’s private car to report to Ed- 
ward at Buckingham. The pair then 
returned to snow-covered Belvedere 
where the King waited action by the 
government. 

Feeling Mounts. 

Mounting flood of public 
against the cabinet and 
its stand against the King was dem- 
onstrated when the Archbishop of 
Canterbury called at Downing street 
in the afternoon. 

“We want King Edward and his 
wife,” crowds gathered about the en- 
trance cried. 

When the primate drove out into 
the street a few minutes later, two 
women held up a large banner for him 
to see. ‘‘Hands off our king—abdi- 
cation means revolution,” it read. 

A few blocks away another crowd 
Sent up a sympathetic cheer for Queen 
Mary when she drove out from Marl- 
borough House en route to Buckin z- 
ham to confer with her son, her face 
etched with care and her eyes sad 
and worried. 

Prayers Sent Up. 

The Anglican church, represented 
as opposing Edward’s wish to marry 
Mrs. Simpson, sent up prayers “for 
the King’s majesty” throughout the 
empire. 

The prayers asked God “so to dis-: 
pose and govern the heart of Edward 
Thy servant and our King and gov- 
ernor, that in all his thoughts and 
words and works he may ever seek 
Thy honor and glory and study to pre- 
serve Thy people committed to his 
charge in wealth, peace and Godli- 
ness.” 

_ While hoping that Edward will de- 
cide the question of his marriage 
“against his predilections,” the Cath- 
olic weekly “The Tablet” strongly 
championed the. monarch’s right to 
make his own derision in the matter. 

Stricter Code “Expected.” 

Pointing out that the King “is ex- 
pected to live by a more severe code 
than that exacted of modern English 
society, which has moved far from 
the Catholic tradition,” the magazine 
asserted it is important that he not 
“at the same time be asked to make 
one of the greatest sacrifices for the 
sake of his office and then be told 
that office is essentially ceremonious 
in character.” 

Sir John Simon, home arecretary, 
was the firstxto arrive for tonizht’s 
cabinet session and was followed by 
Ramsay MacDonald, Sir Samuel 
Hoare. first lord of the admiralty: 
the Marquess of Zetland, secretary of 
etate for India and Burma: Viscount 
Halifax. lord privy seal and leader 
of the lords: Yeslie Horehelisha. min- 
ister of transport: Sir Thomas TInskip, 
minister for eoordination of defense. 

Police reinforcements cleared away 
the street to permit them admission. 

“Surprise” Hinted. 

As the cabinet met the (British) 
press association hinted at “surprise” 
developments, that the situation point- 
ed ominously to discussion of abdica- 
tion and that “shrewd judges of the 
situation are convinced this, like other 
superficial readings of the facts is a 
too obvious and true solution.” 

Weight was added to the view prep- 
arations were being made for abdica- 
tion by conferences of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, government opposition 
leaders and Baldwin's call upon Queen 
Mary. 

Abdication by the King involves 
widespread legal formalities both in 
Britain and the Dominions and this 
was believed to account for long con- 
sultations with constitutional lawyers 
and talks between the prime minister 
and Sir Simon—one of the empire's 
leading constitutional authorities. 

Secrecy Is Sought. 


Every effort was being made to 
keep the nature of the cabinet’s delib- 
erations secret until Baldwin ad- 
dresses commons today and it. was 
predicted a detailed statement from 
Edward would reveal his stand direct- 
ly—the first time in the empire's hie- 
tory that a monarch had taken such 
a step. 

Some observers still felt that despite 
the apparent moves toward abdication 
some compromise could be _ found 
whereby the King would follow the 
advice of his counsellors. 

It was insisted that when Baldwin 
made his speech to commons Friday, 
asserting the government would refuse 
legislation to permit Edward to have 
Mrs. Simpson as his morganatic wife, 
he did not know what the King’s 
ultimate decision would be.

Here is another batch of answered 
queries from Constitution readers, 

Q. I carry on an independent roof- 
ing business, sometimes employing one 
or two helpers, but regularly employ 
two, while 1 am at work. My season 
runs from-spring to December. Some- 
times for one to four days I do noth- 
ing on account of weather. The total 
gross income for the year is from 
$1,500 to $2,000. The two regular 
men draw from $3 to $6 a week when 
working, and only a living when not. 
Pleass advise me what action will be 
required of me under the social se- 
curity act.—W. W. M.

Q—I am one of the owners of a 
salary finance corporation, employing 
four people regularly.

A—Employers of one or more em- 
in an included employment 
within the United States are subject 
to the old-age retirement tax pro.1- 
sions of the Social Security Act and 
must make contributions on the em- 
ployes’ salaries to the old-age retire- 
ment reserve account. Officers of a 
corporation are classified as employes 
and are treated the same as other 
employes as regards contributions and 
benefits under the act. Under Title 
1X of the S. A., employers of 
eight or more persons on 20 days 
in the calendar year (each day be- 
ing in a different calendar week) must 
pay an excise tax to the federal gov- 
ernment for unemployment compensa- 
tion fund.

Q—I run a boarding house accom- 
modating 40 to 50 guests. Am I eligi- 
ble for S. S. A. benefit?—J. D. W. 

A—Self-employers and bona fide 
members of a partnership are not 
classified as employes, and are not 


eligible for old-age retirement bene- | 


fits under the Social Security Act. 
Officers of a corporation are classified 
as employes. 


Q—I own a beauty shop in which 
my husband is manager. The opera- 
tors are paid strictly on commission, 
while my husband and I receive as 
our part, only what is left over ex- 
penses, Will we have to donate for 
our operators, and can my husband 
benefit 7—A. 

A—The status of persons paid on a 
commission basis depends upon 
whether they are classified as em- 
ployes, or independent contractors. In 
general, the relationship of employer 
and employe exists when the person 
for whom services are performed has 
the right to control and direct the 
individual who performs the services, 
not only as to the results to be ac- 
complished by the work, but also as 
to the details and means by whicb 
that result ig accomplished. That is. 
an employe is subject to the will and 
control of the employer not only as 
to what shall be done, but how it 
shall be done. In this connection, it 
is not necessary that the employer ac 
tually direct or control the manner 
in which the services are performed , 
it is sufficient if he has the right to 
do so. The right to discharge is also 
an important factor, indicating that 
the person possessing that 
an employer. Other factors charac- 
teristic of an employer, but not neces- 
sarily present in every case, are the 
furnishing of tools and the furnishing 
of a place to work, to the individual 
who performs the services. In gen- 
eral, if an individual is subject to the 
control or direction of another mere- 
ly as to the result to be accomplish- 
ed by the work, and not as to the 
means and methods of accomplishing 
the result, he is an independent con- 
tractor. F 

The name by which the remunera- 
tion for services is designated is im- 
material. Thus ‘commissions’ are 
‘wages’ within the meaning of the 
act if paid by an employer to his 
employe, as compensation for employ- 
ment. 

Employes come under the old-age 
retirement provisions of the Social Se- 
curity Act and independent coutrac- 
tors are excepted. In doubtful cases, 
full particulars can be furuished to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Treasury Department, Washington, D. 
C. He will give an official ruling.

SOAP and OINTMENT 
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CONTROL OF RECOVERY 
PUT ON GOVERNMENT 


Resposibility for Control 
Put on Government by 
Augusta Speaker. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 6.—(?)—Re- 
sponsibility for controlling recovery 
to prevent another hollow boom and 
break in security prices was put up 
to Washington today by Dr. Lionel 
D. Edie, economist, at the close of 
the Investment Bankers of America 
convention. 

Asserting bond prices have gone 
“skyhigh” under the easy money pol- 
icy’ pursued by federal authorities the 
last few years, Edie warned the men 


who underwrite and sgell securities 
against being made the scapegoats in 
event of au upturn in interest rates 
and fall in the investment market. 

“Already etforts are being made 
in Washington to put the blame on 
private bankers when the turn in 
Inoney rates comes,” he said. 

Many of his listeners tovk this as 
reference to the challenge to business 
before the convention Friday by James 
M. Landis, chairman of the Securities 
& Exchange Commission, to share with 
government the burden of controlling 
the ‘“‘new recovery” and to heed the 
“verdict” of the last election. 

Edie, member of a New York city 
firm of consulting economists, declared 
federal authorities had called a “halt 
on the bull market in bonds” last sum- 
mer when the reserve board boosted 
reserve requirements of member banks 
of the system 50 per cent to reduce 
the surplua supply of potential credit. 

He described the board's action as 
the signal of a broad underlying turn 
in money conditions, following the de- 
cline in interest rates to record low 
levels, rather than marking an ab- 
rupt change. Since then, he noted, 
treasury obligations have risen to new 
peaks but attributed this to a “men- 
tal lag’ in financial circles before 
significance of money signals is rec- 
Ognized widely. 

While forecasting further moves by 
federal authorities early next year to 
draw the credit strings tighter on ris- 
ing recovery, Edie interpreted Wash- 
ington’s policy as aimed to stabilize 
—— rather than reverse the 
tide. 

But he questioned the power of gov- 
ernment, even with reinforced finan- 
cial controls of federal agencies un- 
der the New Deal to “peg” security 
prices or business. 

The association, closing a five-day 
program, reaffirmed its opposition to 
limitation of taxes by munici valities 
on real property and proposed cities 
as an alternative undertake scientific 
studies of their tax structures and 
budgetary control of expenses.

Mr. Smoot traced his experiences 
while in the senate for 3U years and 
declared he had never lost a_ friend 
by his abstinence from alcoholic bev- 
erages, tea, coffee and cigarets. 

“[ have never eaten a meal with- 
out the blessing being asked upon 
it,” he said, “and I have held prayer 
every night. President Coolidge, on 
a visit to my home, praised me for 
it and said his father had always 
dome the same.”

tionship which cannot, in the eyes of 
the church and of the Scriptures, be 
cast aside to make way for a new 
mate,” he said.

FATS DOUBLE YOUR TROUBLES 


Fats should be cut to the bone in 
a reducing diet. Scientists tell us 
that body fat is stored,more easily 
from fats than from sugars and 
starches, and since fats contain 2 1-4 


times as many calories as other foods, 
there’s a double reason for this re- 
striction. 

Germany's Colonel General Her- 
mann Goering, who has reduced about 
es that “too much 
fat creates big /bellies” and attributes 
his weight loss to/the use of less 
butter. XK / 

Fat is the one food principle that 
can be reduced to a minimum. Pro- 
tein cannot be spared, because it is 
used in the repair of body tissue and 
is needed in normal amounts in the 
reducer’s diet. The safe reducing 
menu always includes adequate 
amounts of eggs, lean meat, cottage 
cheese, skimmed milk and buttermilk 
—all sources of complete. protein. 
Sugars and starches .re chief sources 


of energy and cannot be entirely elim- ; 


inated from the reducing menu. 

It would be wise for the reducer 
to restrict fats in other forms and 
confine his use of fats to butter, since 
butter is a valuable source of vitamin 
A, the resistance building vitamin. 
Some butter is extremely important 
in the reducer’s diet, since there is a 
limit on cream and whole nilk, the 
other sources of this vitamin. One 
and one-half pats of butter per day 
may be used in the low calorie diet 
to add vitamin A and palatability. 

Isn’t it the irony of fate that thin 
people like the simple nonfattening 
foods, while the should-b+ reducers 
just love the fat part of the meat, 
chestnuts in the dressing, and gravy 
spread gloriously over all! When the 
calories are counted it is plain to be 
seen why thin people are thin and 
fat people are on the wrong side of 
the calorie trick. It is the grand total 
of calories that determines weight. 

You won't get very slim by taking 
potatves and bread out of the diet 
and substituting fats, whick is the 
favorite way for overweights to dodge 
calories. ‘The following list points 
out the double-counting fats: 

Fat Meats: Roast pork, pork chops, 
fried ham. 

Fat Fish: Salmon, shad, tutterfish, 
bluefish, sardines, herring. 

Fat Fowl: Duck, goose. 

Miscellaneous: Gravy, butter, may- 
onnaise, olive oil, salad oils, peanut 
butter, fried foods, lard, oleo, cream, 
cream sauces, cheese, rich desserts and 
pastries. 

The more fat a food contains, the 
higher the number of calories in pro- 
portion to its weigLt and the more 
fattening it is. Four ounces of roast 
beef, fat included, yields 369 calories, 
while. four ounces of lean roast beef 
contains only 188 calories. By trim- 
ming off the fa. you can have twice 


Get riG of fat by eating less of it. 


as much meat for the same number 
of calories. 

You can ta’e twice as many calo- 
ries out of your diet by eliminating 
fats as by leavi' off any other food, 
sO you can see that avoiding foods 
with a high percentage of fats will 
bring speedier returns for your diet- 
ing than any other measure

THE STORY OF IRON AND 
STEEL. 


I—In Ancient Times. 

A century ago, an iron blade was 
found in. one of the pyramids of Egypt. 
The age.of the pyramid is believed to be 
about 5,000 years, an] the blade of- 


fers proof that iron was used by peo- 
ple at the time the pyramid was built. 


Lancient folk. 


Olden Persina Method of Smelting. 


As time passes, iron tends to rust 
away. That is the reason we do not 
have many examples of iron dating 
back to very ancient times. There 
are, however, records showing the met- 
al was widely used by Greeks, Ro- 
mans, Hebrews, Persians and other 
It is believed the people 
of Egypt could not have built the 
pyramids without using iron tools. 

Pure iron is seldom found in na 
ture, but large amounts are present 
in beds of iron ore. To take iron 
from iron ore, a great deal of heat 
is needed, and we may wonder how 
early people first learned to do it. 

Very likely the art was learned by 
accident. In some places beds of iron 
ore are found right at the surface of 
the ground, and often the ore is called 
“painted rock,” because of the colors 


in it—chiefly red, yellow and black 

Long ago, people in one place or 
another probably built a great bonfire 
on painted and afterward found 
that iron had run together under the 
logs and had formed one or more 
“lumps.” A hot, rather soft iron 
lump of that kind may have been 
pounded with stones until it took the 
shape of a tool, say an ax-head. 

The art of iron-working was known 
long ago in eastern Asia, as well as 
in countries around the Mediterranean 
sea, The Chinese made iron tools at 
least 3,000 years ago. At Delhi, In- 
dia, there stands a pillar composed of 
wrought-iron parts welded together. 
The iron pillar looks a good deal like 
a telegraph pole, but never was used 
for that purpose. It is believed to 
have been set up 1,500 years ago. 

The “furnaces” used for iron-mak- 
ing in early times seem queer to us. 
In many cases they were little more 
than heaps of iron ore and wood or 
charcoal. Some were fitted with bel- 
lows which blew- air upon the fire, 
and made it burn more fiercely. 

When smelting was done without a 
bellows, the fire wae lighted on a hill, 
where wind would give force to the 
flames, 9: 

The lumps of iron obtained in old- 
en times were small compared with 
what we produce in a steel mill nowa- 
days. As a Yule, the lumps weighed 
from 5 to 60 pounds apiece, though it 
seems that a lump with a weight of a 
bundred pounds was obtained now and 
then. Iron was rather costly. On the 
island of Crete iron was used for mak- 
ing jewelry, ar: in Greece it was at 
one time used as money.

BEFORE JANUARY 
MICKELSON SAYS 


Scribe States Judge Is 
Ready To Retire After 
16 Years as Czar.

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—()—Kin 
Edward VIII isn’t the ay oe 
who soon may abdicate his throne. 

Baseball's high majesty, Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, may abdicate on or 
before completion of his 16th year as 
all-powerful czar of America’s nation- 
al game next January. 

A combination of circumstances and 
events strongly indicate the gruff, iron- 
willed boss of horsehide may quit, but 
don't think for a-minute that such 
abdication would be involuntary. The 
old judge doesn’t scare worth a base 
on balls. When he leaves it’ll be be- 
cause he so wills. 

The truth is that Landis, now 70 
years. old, but in his best health in 
many seasons, is getting very much 
fed up with the vacillating baseball 
nabobs he has bluffed and licked since 
1921 with his power and ultimatums. 
The celebrated Feller case has open- 
ed his piercing blue eyes to lots of 
things that apparently escaped his no- 
tice and the man on the throne, we 
learn. from high authority, is in the 
mood to take his hat off the hook and 


go home. 
MAY BE FIRED. 

Ourrent rumors, afloat wherever 
baseball men gather, are that the 
judge may be fired if he rules Bob 
Feller, sensational schoolboy pitcher 
of the Cleveland club, a free agent 
on the charge that Cleveland rio- 
lated the sand lot rule. It is hard 
to believe those rumors despite the 
fact that major league clubs, with 
their far-flung farm systems, now con- 
trol the minor leagues, which are sup- 
posed to be fighting for a_ principle 
against Cleveland in the Feller case. 

Commisisoner Landis lost his first 
fight in almost 16 years Thursday 
at Montreal when the minors voted 
down his proposed rider to the Balti- 
more amendment—a rider that would 
force baseball men recommending play- 
ers, to send in full information on 
those recommendations to the com- 
missioner’s office. Many interpreted 
the rejection as a sign on the wall 
that Landis would get the royal bounce 
unless he played ball as the big league 
club owners desired. 

The rejection probably made the old 
judge sore, and may supply him with 
another reason in a desire to quit. But 
firing him? It’s hard to believe. 

Several years ago, the major club 
owners were burned up by a few of 
the judge’s decisions and decided to 
fire him, saving his $50,000 a year 
salary and centering his duties back 
with the old commission of three men. 
They called Landis on the carpet. 

GETS NEW CONTRACT. 

What the judge told them, no club- 
owner would say. Anyway, the judge 
strolled out on the meeting two hours 
later with a new contract at $65,000 
annually in his hip pocket. 

Any person, including high officials 
of the Cleveland club, who say they 
know what Landis is going to do in 
the Feller case, is merely guessing. 
He, alone, knows. When he was in 
charge of public information on col- 
onies in the Cleveland administration, 
he says, he learned to keep his mouth 
shut until he had something to say. 
He'll talk about everything except 
baseball. 

Commissioner Landis is doing plenty 
of roaring as he searches for facts. 
A minor league club owner tells this 
one: 

The commissioner called in a minor 
league club owner, whom we shall call 
X, and asked him if he had sold or 
sent players to a major league club, 
which we shall eall A. before.

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BOSTON, PACKERS

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(£)—It's 
Boston against Green Bay’s mighty 
Packers for the National Professional 
Football League championship. 

The Redskins from New England 
brought an end to the four-year reign 
of the New York Giants as eastern 
division champions today by winning 
a 14-0 decision over the New Yorkers 
in mud and rain at the Polo 
Grounds. 

The title victory. qualified the Red- 
skins to take on the Packers, western 
section crownholders, for the league 
title next Sunday, either in New York 
or Boston. The winner will succeed 
as titlists the Detroit . Lions, who 
wound up their season with a 14-6 
win over Brooklyn today, a_ victory 
which did them no good, since they 
had been previously eliminated from 
the race.

Minus Use of Arm 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 6. 
(UP)—Charlie Kessler, right 
guard on the Harvard football 
team, played throughout the past 
two seasons without the use of 
his left arm, it was disclosed to- 
day. 

Three years ago in athletic 
competition, the 20-year-old Sa- 
lem youth suffered a type of 
shoulder injury which, if aggra- 
vated by the impact of a tackle, 
would throw his left arm out of 
its socket and leave it hanging 
limp and useless by his side. 

Yet, by an arrangement of 
straps and a specially built shoul- 
der pad that kept his arm in its 
socket, Kessler was able to play 
in the line regularly and make 
his share of tackles. 

Instead of tackling with both 
arms, however, Kessler devised a 
system whereby he would block 
an opposing player so forcefully 
that the effect would be the same 
as a tackle. 

Athletic authorities explained 
the handicap was kept secret un- 
til the end cf Kessler’s playing 
days so that opponents would not 
play directly at the injury and 
cause recurrent dislocations. 

“Although opponents’ didn’t 
know about the injury,” one of- 
ficial said. ‘“Kessler’s left arm 
must have heen thrown out of its 
socket at least 16 times during 
the past two seasons.”

More Than Spirit. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 6.— 
Football still is a game in which in- 
spiration is a big factor. The players 
can be fired for a great effort on a 
given day, and, if their spirit 1s 
sufficiently robust, it will endure 
through 60 minutes of play in which 
they are likely to outdo themselves. 

But underlying that spirit must 

be good physical condition and a 
lot of sound fovtball sense. Plus 
these two, spirit very often will 
make the diiference between the 
two contending teams. But not 
spirit alone. Not any more. The 
game has advanced to a point 
where a coach no longer can take 
a poorly equipped team, give®it a 
fight talk and see it come through 
against a well-drilled, physically 
fit team, which also has some 
spirit of its own. The will to 
die for Dear Old Whoozsis or 
the memory of a departed hero or 
even—as may be the case—for 
the coach’s job, can be badly 
dented by a hard-charging enemy 
line and a set of backs who know 
how to follow their blockers. 

Take the Harvard team that came 
up so strongly as the season moved 
along, recovering from a bad beating 
by Army and then going on to tie 
Princeton and take Yale right down 
to the last gasp before the decision 
went to Kelley, Frank & Co. That 
Harvard team had plenty of spirit.

MARITIME UNIONS HI 
J. . SHIP SUBSIDIES 


New Issue Sought in Strike; 
Food Vessel Speeds for 
Alaska. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 6.—(4)— 
Maritime unions sought to make fed- 
eral ship subsidies an issue in the 
waterfront strike today while the gov- 
ernment’s first emergency food ship 
sped toward Alaska and authorities 
turned their attention to Hawaii's 
urgent needs. 

Strikers distributed thousands of 
pamphlets entitled “Buy a Ship and 
Make Your Fortune.” It suggested 
facetiously that others besides big 
steamship companies could borrow 
money from the government to build 
ships and then obtain profitable mail- 
carrying contracts. 

The pamphlets singled out the so- 
called “hig three’ companies—the 
Matson, Dollar and American-Hawai- 
ian lines—as the principal holdouts 
against union demands. 

They urged taxpayers to protest to 
the government “that the ship sub- 
sidy is bad enough to have to pay, 
but that the further drain on your 
purse which is taking place because 
the ‘big three’ are refusing to settle 
this strike is a little too much for 
you to bear.” 

In a statement, Thomas G. Plant, 
spokesman for the shipowners, said 
the American-Hawaiian line received 
no subsidy whatever under the Mer- 
chant Marine Act of 1928 and that 
subsidies were paid in no case where 
ships were not operating. 

With a capacity cargo, the Burean 
of Indian Affairs ship Boxer left 
Seattle early today for southern Alas- 
ka. She was the first ship to sail for 
the territory since the strike started 
October 29. The steamers Arctic and 
W. C. Gorgas, chartered by the gov- 
ernment under presidential authority. 
will sail later this week for northern 
ports, 

While the nnions prepared for an- 
other mass demonstration here next 
Tuesdav. one of their number, the 
Radio Telegraphers, arranged to re- 
gume peace negotiations tomorrow 
with coastwise ship operators. The 
coastal operators have reached tenta-
